From the evidence of the past few weeks, there has 
been a determined effort tjo blacken the character of Hon. 
O. L. McPherson, both as a public servant and a private 
citizen. The charges against his department which open¬ 
ed dramatically have ended in an anti-climax. Charges 
have been investigated at his demand, and the department 
has come clear. ■ That attack has failed, and it is note¬ 
worthy that it did not at any time appear to have the vig¬ 
orous support of the opposition in Legislature. Neither 
was it taken seriously by opposition newspapers, which in 
itself, indicated from the outset a reluctance to believe 
that Mr. McPherson’s department was not managed hon¬ 
estly and capably. 

However the sniping at nis character as a private citi¬ 
zen, is carried on from week to week, with increasing 
hysteria by one journal which, specializes in all that is de¬ 
grading. This succession of unsupported attacks has been 
steadfastly ignored by the reputable press, not, it may be 
said, from any influence that Mr. McPherson wields, but 
from a disgust for such malodorous, unbalanced and ut¬ 
terly irresponsible methods. , 

In this lonely but vicious campaign of hate, a new and 
extraordinary development occurred last week when the 
province was circularized with a letter urging the elector-, 
ate to rally to the financial support of Mrs. Cora McPher¬ 
son, the divorced wife of the Minister of Public Works.

to Mrs. Cora McPherson. This financial support is for 
the purpose of helping her “to establish and maintain her 
rights which will likely include an appeal to the Privy 
Council of England.” The "likely” appeal to England is 
being waved as an objective, because her appeal was dis¬ 
missed by the Appellate Court of Alberta, represented by 
five of the judges. 

This has the appearance of a new and ingenious racket. 
The electorate, burning with a vague sense of some kind 
of wrong doing, rushes contributions of “even a dollar” 
to the alleged victim, to pursue her legal battle. And who 
gets the dollar? Who always gets the dollars in such a 
vague and dubious legal battle? Again, the Fair Play 
League, if it has been as thorough in circularizing other 
districts as this one, has expended quite a substantial sum 
in stamps, paper and set-up. That sum alone would have 
removed the object of their compassion from the penniless 
class for quite some months. But bigger stakes are in 
the offing if the public is sufficiently gullible. Apparent¬ 
ly more oil is needed to keep the machinery of the law in 
motion. And the letter cannily safeguards itself from any 
later accounting by saying that “likely” there will be an 
appeal to the Privy Council. Or “likely” not? 

On the statement of the letter, Hon. O. L. McPherson 
secured his divorce on statutory grounds in July 1931, 
with "no provision made for the sustenance of the divorc¬ 
ed wife." But she claims that she was to receive a month¬ 
ly allowance. Apparently a monthly allowance was paid 
up to, and after, the re-marriage of Mr. McPherson in 
July 1932. Then, according to the statement it ceased. If 
so, why ? Why, is she was wronged, did the divorced wife 
allow a year to pass and a re-marriage before any ac¬ 
tion ? Does it not seem that hate and disappointment, 
the influence of hidden enemies, and other factors of 
which the general public is uninformed, were the actuat¬ 
ing motives? Again is it not conceivable that the with¬ 
drawal of allowance (if there were a withdrawal) coincid¬ 
ed with the attempts to re-open the case, and the suc¬ 
ceeding campaign of furious and unrestrained attack. 


ON BEHALF OF ALL 
(From the High River Times) 

This district has particular reason to feel proud of its 
representatives at Ottawa. Senator D. E. Riley has been 
responsible, more than any one man at Ottawa, in calling 
attention to the precarious condition of the cattle indus¬ 
try. In his representations before the Senate, he present¬ 
ed the case not only for the ranching industry but for the 
dairyman as well. His assembled facts indicated the great 
disparity between what the farmer received and the con¬ 
sumer paid. Furthermore his figures showed that the 
cattle industry, whether in the raising of beef or in dairy¬ 
ing, constituted the most important branch of agriculture 
in Canada While Canada’s wheat revenue in 1931 was 
approximately 116 million, the revenue from cattle and 
dairy products was 298 million. Surely an industry de¬ 
serving attention and re-organization. His statement in 
the Senate, came at a psychological time, immediately af¬ 
ter the investigation into the milk industry, which re¬ 
vealed a totally unjustifiable spread between prices to 
producers and consumers. 

It was not only the facts presented but the manner of 
presentation which inclined the Senate favorably to Sen¬ 
ator Riley’s request for a complete investigation, of the 
conditions of marketing. Our High River Senator does 
not dull the ears with much speaking, therefore he com¬ 
mands an attentive hearing. He was ably supported by 
Senator Buchanan and others—particularly those from 
the aggressive West. . .
